Recently there has been a vociferous 
and controversial debate among a number 
of Christian educators engaged in higher 
education. This debate has been particular- 
ly pronounced among Catholic college edu- 
cators. One of the major issues of contro- 
versy has been whether or not Catholic 
colleges have stressed character formation

and religious training to the detriment of 
intellectual and scholarly growth among 
their students. Until last year, this debate 
was based upon impression for the most 
part, rather than empirical investigation; 
however, last year Father Andrew Greeley 
completed a dissertation study at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago using NORC’s “Great 
Aspirations” data. Father Greeley claimed 
to find no differences in scholarship be- 
tween Catholic and non-Catholic graduates.
